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GENERAL INFORMATION. 


ADMISSION. 


Candidates for admission to the Freshman Class must be four- 
teen years of age, and be examined on all studies of the Prepara- 
tory Course, or their equivalents. Candidates for advanced stand- 
ing must pass examination on ail studies of the Course preceding, 
and be graded according to the judgment of the Faculty. Candi- 
dates for admission to the Preparatory department must be twelve 
years of age, and have a knowledge of the primary branches, in- 
cluding Orthography, Reading in the ordinary school books, Intel- 
lectual and Practical Arithmetic, descriptive Geography, U.S. 
History, and Grammar through Etymology. Classes will be 
formed in the studies just named as oceasion may require. Ladies 
or gentlemen who do not wish to become candidates for a Degree, 
may be admitted to any regular classes; provided their proficiency 
is such as not to embarass the progress of such classes. In all 
cases satisfactory testimonials of good character must be given. 
A certificate of honorable dismission will be required of students 
coming from other colleges. Before admission to recitation the 
student shall satisfactorily arrange his tuition bill with the Treas- 
urer of the faculty. All candidates for admission will call first,at 
the President’s office in the college. | 


THE CURRICULUM 
embraces three carefully arranged courses of study, viz: the Scien- 
tific, the Latin Scientific, and the Classical. The time necessary 
for completing the courses, is six years, including the Preparatory. 


DEGREES. 


At the completion of any of the Courses of Study, and a satis- 
factory examination in the same, the following Degrees will be 
conferred: For the Classical, Bachelor of Arts; for the Latin 
Scientific, Bachelor of Philosophy; for Scientific, Bachelor of 
Science. After three years in honorable employment and general 
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reading, the following degrees tn curs will be conferred: Master 
of Arts, Master of Philosophy, and Master of Science. 

The following resolution was adopted by the Faculty and Trus- 
tees in June, 1880: | 

Resolved, That all applicants for advanced degrees be required to for 
ward their application to the President of the Faculty, accompanied by the 
requisite fee, (five dollars) at least six weeks before commencement. 


THE MENTAL AND MORAL SCIENCES, 


together with Theology, Political Economy, Civil Government, 
Rhetoric, and Logic, are taught by the President, in a thorough 
and comprehensive manner. Text-books are used, courses of 
selected reading are urged upon the student’s attention, and 
class-room discussions are so conducted as to bring about the ap- 
plication of abstract principles of philosophy to the problems of 
every day life and practice. The student has every opportunity 
of becoming familiar with the principles of leading historic authors 
and systems. To the classes are assigned frequent exercises in 
Classification, Comparison, Argumentation, and Methodical drill. 
Authorities are liberally quoted and criticised before the class— 
the aim being to establish truth and overthrow error. 


MATHEMATICAL DEPARTMENT. 


This is under the careful supervision of a teacher of valuable 
experience. Thorough, practical and most approved methods are 
sought. ‘The aim is not how much, but how well. Students are 
taught by close analysis to investigate principles on which modes 
of operation are based; also to trace causes to their effects. The 
branches of mathematics laid down in the respective courses have 
in view a proper and harmonious development of the reasoning 
powers. For extent and thoroughness our courses compare favor- 
ably with those of similar institutions. 


THE NATURAL SCIENCES 


occupy considerable prominence in our curricula. Geology, Zool- 
ogy, Chemistry, Physics, Mineralogy, Physiology, and Botany, . 
are so taught that they are not looked upon by the student as 
mere facts and theories, but as related dependent truths that con- 
stitute parts of one marvelous and harmonious whole. The aim 
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is to compass as large a portion of these various fields of research 
as can be profitably gone over during the allotted time. Hxperi- 
ments are performed before the class, and specimens from the 
field and cabinet exhibited with a view of combining the practical 
and theoretical. Students will be expected to become directly 
familiar with nature, and make original investigations and collec- 
tions in the various branches of science. The cultivation of the 
powers ef observation, generalization, and reflection, will occupy 
a prominent part in the instruction in this department. 

The studies of this department are mutually dependent, and 
several require a knowledge of other studies of the course, espe- 
clally mathematics; it is, therefore, very essential that they be 
pursued in the order indicated in the courses. Elementary Phy- 
sics, Physiology, and Botany, may be taken to advantage with 
less preparation than the others. 


Among the Physical Sciences, 

Purysics is studied in its elements in the Senior Preparatory 
year, using Avery’s Natural Philosophy as a text-book; in the 
Junior year two terms are devoted to advanced work, giving par- 
ticular attention to the application of mathematics to physical 
science. ‘The instruction in either class will be partly text-book 
and partly by experimental lectures. 

CHEMISTRY is taught partly by text-books, and partly by lec- 
tures. Hxperiments necessary to demonstrate the principles of 
the science are regularly given, and in addition students are re- 
quired to make investigations for themselves and embody the re- 
sults of their study in a series of theses, and works are recom- 
mended for additional reading and study. 


ASTRONOMY occupies a single term in the Senior year, using 
Newcomb & Holden’s recently issued work on Astronomy. 


Among the Natural Sciences, 

PuysioLoay is studied during one term of the Freshman year. 
Huxley & Youman’s work is used as a text-book, supplemented 
bya series of lectures on Anatomy and Hygiene. Especial atten- 
tion is given to the physical culture of the body, and the preven- 
tion of those diseases so easily acquired by young persons en- 
gaged in mental culture. To acquaint the student more thorough- 
ly with the structure of the human hody, some of the animals 
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nearest man, in physical organization, are publicly dissected be- 
fore the class; also a series of transparencies, colored from life, 
illustrating the departments of human anatomy, are projected upon 
a large screen by means of sunlight, often highly magnified. 

Borany is studied during a single term of the Junior year. 
Gray’s lessons are used for recitation, and additional lectures on 
Cryptogams are given during the term. Much time is given to 
the study of the local flora, and Gray’s Manual is used for the de- 
termination of species. Every student will be required to pre- — 
pare a herbarium of one hundred specimens of native plants. 

ZOOLOGY occupies a single term in the Senior year. Nichol- 
son’s Manual of Zoology is used for recitation, and frequent dis- 
sections are performed before the class. Jordan’s Manual of the 
Vertebrates will be used for classification and various works on 
‘anatomy will be recommended for aids in the study of structural. 
zoology. 

MINERALOGY occupies a half term in the Senior year, and the 
instruction is’ given mainly by lectures, illustrated by cabinet 
specimens; Dana’s Manual is recommended for further study. 

GEOLOGY, requiring as it does a preliminary knowledge of all 
the other natural sciences, is placed as the final study of the 
course, occupying a term anda half of the Senior year. Leconte’s 
elements of Geology is used for study and recitation. 


LATIN AND GREEK. 


This department includes systematic instruction in the Lan- 
guage, Literature, History, Mythology and Archeology of Greece 
and Rome. 

During the first year especial attention is given to forms and 
the analysis of sentences. The second year is given to syntacti- 
eal drill, with the object of enabling the student to enjoy the au- 
thors of the latter part of the course as works of art. 

Classical Geography is taught from wall maps during recita- 
tion. 

History, Archzology and Mythology are developed by parallel 
courses of reading and recitation lectures. 

Great care is given to Comparative Grammar, and the influence 
of Latin and Greek upon English. During the last year of the 
course the leading authors in American, German and English 
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Literature are reviewed, and compared with the best authors in 
Greek and Latin, thus making the entire course an introduction 
to general Literature and History. 


THE MODERN LANGUAGES. 


In this department of our work, the theoretical and practical 
methods are used to good advantage. The philological features 
of the German and French languages and their relation to other 
cognate languages, are traced with great care. Various practical 
exercises in conversation and writing, and the study of classical, 
scientific and artistic literature, increase the interest taken by the 
student, and enhance the value of the instruction imparted. 


DEPARTMENT OF MUSIC. 


The instructions in both Vocal and Instrumental Music are 
thorough and skillful. We call the attention of patrons desiring 
special opportunities for culture in music to the great success of 
this department. It is our aim to furnish students with facilities 
equal to those of special schools of music, and at the same time 
give them the opportunities of literary culture. Students com- 
pleting either course in music will receive certificates of gradua- 
tion, thus getting the full benefit of the Conservatory method. 


NEW MUSICAL COURSES. 


The courses in music used heretofore are being revised, conse- 
quently none appear in this edition of the catalogue. These 
courses will be arranged for use by the opening of the Fall term. 

Timé oF Course. No definite time can be fixed for complet- 
ing the course of study. The full course occupies four years, but 
some will make twice the progress of others. One will accom- 
plish in three years what would take another four or five years to 
complete. 


COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT. 


Penmanship, Book-keeping, and Commercial Law Practice, 
and Arithmetic, are so taught as to fit students for business life. 
While believing an exclusive business education, so called, to be 
detrimental in its practical influence upon young men, we pro- 
pose to remedy the evil by furnishing the facilities for a business 
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education in association with courses of study suitable for thor- 
ough mental discipline. The rooms will be refitted and thorough- 
ly prepared for work and a certificate given on completion of the 
course. A new and fuller course than that which has been used 
will be prepared for the coming year. 


ELOCUTION, 


as provided for in our Courses of Study, is without additional 
charge, and students of all grades are requested to avail them- 
selves of the superior facilities afforded. Special instruction will 
be given by the Professor of Klocution at reasonable rates. 


PAINTING AND FINE ARTS. 


This department has been placed in the hands of a master. 
Special attention will be given to the development of facilities, in 
this necessary branch of culture, by an artist of high repute. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Written examinations of all the classes are held at the close of 
each term. These are conducted with such thoroughness and 
fairness as to clearly exhibit the kind of work done by the stu- 
dents who are advanced only after such examination. 


RELIGIOUS PRIVILEGES. 


The moral and religious culture of the students is recognized 
by the authorities of the College as a matter of vital importance. 

While sectarianism is excluded, the Faculty earnestly strive to 
inculcate not only the principles of a pure morality, but also of 
an evangelical Christianity. 

On all proper occasions, personal efforts are made to lead the 
students into a noble life, and a mature Christian manhood. 

A daily prayer meeting is held at 11:30 a.m. Students are 
required to attend the ordinary services of the house of God on 
Sabbath mornings. 


YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


This religious organization has just been formed among the 
students, and is eminently satisfactory in the results already ob- 
tained. It unites the whole religious element of the college, 
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which is now much more pronounced and aggressive than ever 
before in the history of the institution. Its members conduct the 
daily prayer-meeting, and hold regular weekly and other stated 
meetings which are highly beneficial to the religious character of 
the College. This affords an extra inducement for the patronage 
of parents who desire to have their young people surrounded by 
wholesome religious influences. 


GOVERNMENT. 


Our theory is, that he is best governed who governs himself. 
And yet, a few simple laws, to indicate what is expected, are 
essential. The many will choose to maintain good order; a few 
will be reckless. It is expected that all students admitted to the 
privileges of the institution will conform to the requirements of 
the proper authorities of the same. 

No student will be allowed to pursue less than three studies, 
nor more than four, nor to drop any study, without the approval 
of the Faculty. Nor will any student be at liberty to take les- 
sons outside of the school, except by permission of the Faculty. 
The standard of perfection in studies being LOO, any student re- 
ceiving less than 70 will be required to repeat such study; and 
repeated failures will be deemed cause for dismission. Hach Pro- 
fessor will have jurisdiction in his own department, to correct 
offenses, unless deemed flagrant, when the President or Faculty 
will hear the case. Any discipline, amounting to public censure, 
suspension, or expulsion, shall be announced by the President, 
after action by the Faculty. 


THE PRECEPTRESS 


will give careful attention to all the interests of young ladies who 
enter our halls. Parents and guardians may rest well assured 
that the utmost care and caution will be exercised over the young 
ladies of the institution, to secure the discipline and refinement 
required for moving in the best society. 


MUSEUM. 


The nucleus of a museum has been formed, and the specimens 
have been carefully classified and labelled with the view of making 
the collection as valuable as possible for illustration. The Smith- 


. 
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sonian Institution has lately donated a small collection of fishes 
from the Pacific coast. Other valuable additions could be made by 
students, patrons and friends of the institution, and we would 
call attention to our especial needs: 

1. A series of the remains of prehistoric races, especially the mound 
builders. 

2. Samples of various rocks, especially those representing the geological 
formations of Illinois. 

3. Specimens of fossils. 

4. A series of minerals and valuable ores. 

5. A series of vertebrate skulls; if accompanied by other bones they 
would prove still more valuable. 


6. Specimens of mounted birds. 

7. Specimens of insects. 

8. A series of truncheons of the forest trees of the State, accompanied by 
fruit and dried leaves. 

9. A series of pressed plants to illustrate the flora of the State. 

These series are already commenced, and additional contribu- 
tions will be gratefully received and duly acknowledged. 


APPARATUS. 


During the years 1880-81 to the Natural Science Department 
were added shutters for darkening the recitation rooms, movable 
mirrors and screens for demonstrations with sunlight in Physi- 
ology and Philosophy. Various pieces of apparatus were placed 
in the Laboratory for use in Physics, Mathematics, and Astron- 
omy, including a valuable surveyor’s compass with attachable 
telescope, the gift of the class of ’81; also facilities for illustra- 
ting photography before the classes in Physics and Chemistry. 
Various pieces of apparatus were added during the years 1881-82; 
including a telescope mounting, capable of adjustment for alti- 
tude and azimuth and also for equatorial movements; a meridian 
transit of sufficient accuracy for determining latitude, longitude 
and time, will be in use. Field work in surveying will be re- 
quired including use and method of adjustment of instruments 
added. For the department of Chemistry, gas-holders have been 
provided and many minor pieces of apparatus. A sun-dial, ad- 
justed for this latitude, has been placed in the College yard to 
illustrate theories of mean and solar time.

LIBRARIES. 


1. Cottece Liprary.—This Library, free to students, con- 
tains a large number of public documents, both State and Na- 
tional, together with a variety of well selected volumes for gen- 
eral reading. We need, however, great additional outlays to make 
this library what it ought to be. We invite the attention of lib- 
eral friends to this want of our College. 

2. Socrery Lrprartes.—The two literary societies have good 
libraries, to which their members have access.

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BOARD AND ROOM RENT. 


A reduction of one-half in tuition is made for the minor sons 
and daughters of ministers in the regular work, and also for all 
licentiates for the Christian ministry. Board can be obtained in 
private families, with furnished rooms, at from $2.50 to $3.50 per 
week. Many board themselves at less than half the above rates. 
The Woman’s Educational Association will provide for a Board- 
ing Hall in the College Building, where the lowest practicable 
rates will be charged. Boarding places of the students will be 
subject to inspection by the President. Parents can easily esti- 
mate from the above items the necessary expenses of pupils. 
Experience has abundantly shown that it is unwise for parents or 
guardians to place in the hands of minor students means much 
beyond their necessary outlay. Spare money for luxuries is only 
a damage to the student, and an injury to the government of the 
school. We advise parents to require of their children a monthly 
itemized report of expenses. 


LOCATION, GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS. 


The campus is delightfully located on an elevation in the north- 
western part of the city of Abingdon, a place noted for the quiet, 
temperate and orderly character of its citizens. The new build- 
ing, 
erected it, furnishes ample accommodations. The grounds have

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CLOSE OF ADMINISTRATION.* 


This issue of the catalogue of Hedding College closes the 
second collegiate administration, which was inaugurated four 
years ago, with the express understanding that its whole business 
should be to systematize and invigorate the entire machinery of 
the institution pertaining to instruction and government.  In- 
stead of refunding the old debts contracted previous to this admin- 
istration, the effort has been, not to represent our attendance and 
our college property above their actual count and valuation, but 
to perform well the instruction and government of a prosperous 
institution. How well this has been accomplished let the following 
extract from a report published in the daily and weekly press, 
by the Secretary of the Faculty, and also the following preamble 
and resolutions, which were unanimously adopted by the trustees 
at their last annual meeting, indicate: 

“The retiring President, Rev. George W. Peck, A. M., LL.D., took his 
seat four years ago under peculiar difficulties. These have been ably met, 
and the college record of these years is that of systematic work, new 
courses, enlarged apparatus, and in a thousand details a continuai up-
